A 44-year-old Antloch man was 
arrested Tor disorderly conduct early 
lucsday morning, after a number of 
residents called 911 asking police to 
come to Vandermeer Circle. 

After he was in custody the man 
died of cocaine intoxication, accord- 
ing to the coroner, Dr. Richard Keller. 
His name is being withheld pending 
notification of his family who were 
out of the country. 

The callers had said a man was 
throwing around lawn furniture, was 
on someone's second floor balcony 
and was yelling unintelligibly, Antioch 
Police Chief Chuck Fagan said. The 
man, a recent resident of Hague Drive, 
ran into the backyard and officers fol- 
lowed. They asked him to lay down, 
which he did. 

"When die officers tried to hand- 
cuff him, he became violent and tried 
to bite and kick tliem as Uiey tried to 
restrain him," Chief Fagan said. 
"When he calmed down the men 
noticed he had no vital signs. As offi- 
iccrs ran for the defribulator, the 



Antioch Rescue Squad arrived and 
took over. They gave him first aid and 
took him to Victory Hospital. 

"He died on the way to the hospi- 
tal and was declared dead at 3:48 a.m. 
Tuesday," Fagan said. "This is what we 
call a death in custody and I called in 
an independent agency to investi- 
gate." 

An independent investigadon is 
not unusual in Uiis type of situation 
because die department wants unbi- 
ased information tliat will dispel any 
question of impropriety, Fagan said. 

"We had a quick response time, 
and my guys were verbalizing with 
him all die dine. They were trying to 
keep him from hurting himself," he 
said. 

"This was an isolated incident," 
Fagan said. "This is a quiet communi- 
ty." 

The man had a prior drug arrest in 
2001, Fagan said. 

When asked for a comment, 
Commander William Valco of die Lake 
County Major Crimes Task Force said 
diey are involved in an investigation 
and wouldn't comment at this time.

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Antioch, Grant, Lake 
Villa townships to have 
private bus service this

Disenfranchised bus riders in Antioch, 
Grant and Lake Villa townships will soon have 
easier access to PACE service. 

Last week, Lake Villa Township purchased 
a 15-passenger PACE bus. The bus will be put 
into service in a few weeks, after the bus has 
been repainted, had a few minor repairs and 
bus routes have been designed. 

The bus has a wheelchair lift and space for 
two wheelchairs. It will be making both regu- 
larly scheduled stops and unscheduled stops. 

"We'll charge fares consistent with PACE," 
said Lake Villa Township Supervisor Dan 
Venluri. He indicated some discounted fares, 
such as senior fares will also be available. 

The bus was purchased from PACE, in 
South Holland, at a cost of $2,500. Lake Villa 
Township owns the bus outright, but will be 
working in cooperation with Antioch and 



Grant townships to provide service to die tri- 
town area. 

Riders will be able to take die bus to con- 
nect with regular PACE routes, as well as to 
specific destinations, such as Gurnee Mills and 
the College of Lake County. 

Vciituri said the plan is to have specific 
routes on specific days, taking passengers 
shopping and to medical appointments. 

PACE policy does not allow buses to be 
driven off its lot, so towing had to be arranged. 
When it turned out diat the bus's starter was 
inoperable, Wildwaod Towing agreed to take 
the bus all the way back to Lake Villa at a cost 
of$125. 

The starter has been repaired, and the bus 
is functional, but for a few minor "glitchesi" 
according to Venturi. 

"There's a door that needs to be fixed," he 
said. 

The bus has had all PACE identification 
removed from it, and will be repainted 
with a new "Township Transit" logo. 

There are also plans to create a new tri- 
town Senior Guide, which will include bus 
route information.

Five arrested in 

More tlian 300 grams 
confiscated

At about 11:40 p.m. on July 30 Lake Villa 
Police Officer Chad McCameron was going to 
activate his emergency lights to make a rou- 
tine traffic stop for speeding on Grand 
Avenue near Fairfield Road. Before he got that 
chance, however, the 1991 Eagle he was orig- 
inally going to pull over stopped with a 1994 
Pontiac.

Ducat was arrested and charged with 
felony possession of cannabis with intent to 
deliver and possession of drug equipment. 
She was taken to Lake County Jail. « 

McCart was charged with Class B posses- 
sion of cannabis and was release don I-Bond. 

The driver of the Eagle, Eugene 
Raymond, 19, of Fox Lake was charged with 
speeding, operating an uninsured motor 
vehicle and possession of drug equipment. 

Also arrested for possession of drug 
equipment was Richard Robinette, 19, of Fox 
Lake. Robert York, 22, of Fox Lake was arrest- 
ed for felony possession of cannabis. He was 
transported to Lake County Jail.

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Judge recuses self, cites relationship with 2 accused

It took two judges to reach a 
ruling, but two former.jail chiefs' 
accused of attempting to bilk the 
Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund 
(IMRF) of more than $340,000 were 
released on dieir personal recogni- 
zance last week, after turning 
themselves over to the county. - 

Judge Fred Foreman recused 
himself from presiding over the 
pension fraud trail brought against 
former Jail Director Lawrence 
Lesza and once Deputy Director 
Charles DeFilippo. The case was 



handed to Judge James Booras 
after Foreman told attorneys on 
both sides of the case he had a per- 
sonal relationship with the duo. 

"I have known Mr. Lesza since' 
high school," Foreman said. "1 have 
known Mr. DeFilippo (throughout) 
his tenure." 

Foreman noted , that he had 
daily contact with both Lesza and 
DeFilippo as a former representa- 
tive of the jail and while working on 
design studies for the current jail 
facility. 

DeFilippo and Lesza were 
indicted on July 27 on charges that 
they worked together to bilk the 
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IMRF of about 
$344,000. 

At the 
heart of the 
indictment, 
which was 
handed down 
by Lake 

County State's 
Attorney Mike 
Waller, were 
charges that 
Lesza signed off on a pension rat- 
ing for DeFilippo that was higher 
than he would actually have 
earned if he was allowed to retire 
as planned in August 2008.

DeFilippo was hired. as a cor- 
rections officer in the early 1980s 
but allegedly stated in a 1999 let- 
ter to the IMRF that he was hired 
as a deputy sheriff. 

The two ranks carry different 
reimbursement from the state 
retirement fund, to die tune of an 
additional $19,000 in benefits 
each year. 

DeFilippo was charged with 
one count each of conspiracy to 
commit theft in excess of 
$100,000 and attempted theft 
exceeding $100,000, and five 
counts of forgery, all felonies pun- 
ishable by jail time. Lesza was

There's another taxation melliod lurking in the wings and it could 
be gaining favor widi cash-strapped politicians. Called Special 
Service Areas (SSAs), the device has been talked about and 
has come into play in a few localities in unincorporated 
areas where there is no sponsoring legal entity. Lately, the feasi- 
bility of SSA funding has cropped up in Libertyville and Round 
Lake. 

SSAs were authorized in Illinois in 1973. By 1900 there were more 
than 180 of Uiem. One SSA in Lake County operates in a resort area to 
provide lake management funding for Loon Lake, Anlioch Township. 

More often, municipalities and developers work together to create 
SSAs to fund improvements like streets, storm sewers, sidewalks and 
streetlights. The developer builds improvements and is repaid by the 
issuance of bonds, which are repaid by property owners who pay an 
annual fee. Technically, it's not a tax, although interest is lax deductible. 

SSA costs are not lied to real estate valuation so there is no escala- 
tion. All owners within the service area pay die same annual amount. 
SSA assessments can he pre-paid or paid in full at any time. Tile assess- 
ment stays with the property so householders can move and not worry 
about the charge. 

Chances are SSAs will become more popular. Public officials have a 
difficult time "not liking" the non-tax money raisers when they find out 
how easy they are to implement.

Mk / don ordinances. Waukegan is the latest to put on the books 
\/ an ordinance with teeth to protect stately trees; As among 
A- ▼ JL die first cities to protect trees, Lake Forest and Highland Park 
have a long history of protecting trees and proscribing care for trees on 
both and private properly 

Permitting now will be necessary in Waukegan to cut down a tree 
more than 20 inches in diameter. Waukegan lias recognized a category of 
"heritage trees" in need of protection. 

Grayslake falls in die category of most villages that have tree regula- 
tions governing care and replacement of trees on public right-of- 
ways. Village Admin. Mike Ellis sees expansion of tree care ordi- 
nances to private property in the future. Case law supports 
expansive and aggressive control by local government of the future 
of trees on private property. 

Alderman Tony Figueroa said the impetus behind Waukegan's 
tougher tree ordinances is to get people to realize how important 
trees are in the neighborhood and the quality of life. The City of 
Waukegan wilL be able to dictate replacement of trees taken down 
for reasonable reasons such as dead, diseased or hinderance to 
commercial development. A new benchmark will be introduced 
into Waukegan governmental parlance: "What is good forestry." 

Lincolnshire has had a village forester on staff for a long time 
and has a long record of legislating the rights and responsibilities 
of residents over tree removal. Lincolnshire's approach to trees, 
regarded as aggressive but a model in suburban government, 
requires a removal permit for a tree six inches in diameter or a 
group of trees with a combined width of six inches. Lincolnshire's 
tree rules allow for removal without a permit to "allow for good 
forestry," when there is death or danger, or to improve aesthetic 
appearances. 

To underscore the importance of good tree management, 
Lincolnshire requires a cash deposit of $150 per inch of tree 
replacement required. Deposits are refunded upon approval and 
inspection. 

Waukegan Mayor Dick Hyde thinks tree laws should be even 
tougher. The new Waukegan ordinance provides for a fine of 
$15,000 for felling illegally a three 20 inches in width. 
Municipalities invoking tree ordinances look upon trees as both 
natural and community resources. The new regulations fit nicely 
with the city master plan and efforts to revitalize Waukegan, stated 
RussTomlin, head or the Dept. of Planning and Zoning. 

For good reason, more and more officials shudder at the prac- 
tice of developers to clear cut land before building homes. Their 
greatest nightmare is Mr. T*s 1987 chain-saw massacre of trees on 
his Lake Forest estate that attracted national attention and defaced 
an entire neighborhood. 

A stately tree is a treasure. Protecting and caring for trees just makes

Corruption bomb- 
shell—hits sheriff's 
department 

July was a hot month for everyone, and it 
became "real hot" for the Lake County 
Sheriff's Office when two deputies, for- 
mer superintendents of the jail were 
indicted. 
Larry Lesza, with 26 years in die depart- 
ment and 20 of that as superintendent of cor- 
rections, and Charles DeFilippo, with 23 years 
in the agency and the successor to Lesza as 
head of corrections, until he resigned in 2003, 
were charged with conspiracy, attempted theft, 
and forgery in a fraudulent scheme to increase 
DeFilippo's retirement pension. The charges 
allege diat the two deputies conspired to falsify 
documents in 1999 with the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund that would give credit to 
DeFilippo for being a deputy three years earlier 
than he had. Widi that false documentation, 
the retirement agency granted an additional 
tiiree years of work credit to DeFilippo's record. 
He stood to benefit almost $350,000 by the 
fraud diat he and Lesza had perpetrated. Both 
of the deputies are now living in Florida, but 
will be soon extradited to face the criminal 
charges in Lake County. 

The indictments culminate an almost two 
year investigation by the offices of Arty. Gen. 
Lisa Madigan and Lake County State's Atly. 
Mike Waller. The pension fraud charges were a 
part of 24 separate charges leveled at Sheriff 
Gary Del Re by Michael Horowitz, a corrections 
officer who was fired by Del Re in May of 2003. 
When Horowitz made his charges against 
die Sheriff's Department, Del Re and others 
insisted diat that all of the claims were ground- 
less and a thorough investigation would find 
them baseless. 

After die indictments were returned, Del 
Re's comments were more restrained, saying 
that he was upset and troubled by the charges. 
Sheriff Del Re should be troubled. The 
prosecutors have indicated "the investigation is 
continuing. "How many times have we heard 
U. S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald tell the media 
during the "George Ryan scandal" and 
"Chicago Mess" surrounding Mayor Richard M. 
Daley, "This is an ongoing investigation." 

It has been true and consistent that in most 
major corruption scandals, the investigation 
begins with some "lesser lights," but close ties, 
to the "top dog," being indicted and convicted 
of some form of corruption. It is also true and 
consistent that a high percent of those "lesser 
lights" even though they say that they would 
never turn against their boss or other higher 
ups, surrender to what-they think would be in 
their own best interests. Will that be the case in 
this "retirement fraud scandal? Both DeFilippo 
and Lesza, if convicted, face the possibility of 
prison sentences and loss of the pensions that 
they may have earned 

Will either Lesza or DeFilippo, or both, 
cooperate with prosecutors to look into these 
charges? It is also true that once an investiga- 
tion begins of an agency of government, and 
those who feel no sense of intimidation if they 
come forward with information diat can help 
those who are pursuing the investigation, it 
becomes so much easier to get a full and accu- 
rate investigation. 

Since it is apparent that this alleged wrong- 
doing many have occurred, the citizens of Like 
County deserve a full examination of all that has 
been leveled at die chief law enforcement 
agency of the county. It is not enough that citi- 
zens hear about "this and that" which may 
allude to corruption and they year it "on the 
street." If there is corruption in the agency, as 
Michael Horowitz alleges, let's root it out as soon 
as possible. Let's not wait for elections to hear 
charges, and everyone seems to put their "ear- 
muffs" to them with "it's just election time talk." 
Madigan and State's Atly. Mike Waller have 
a lot of work to examine all of the operations of 
the Sheriff's Department. I believe that, if there 
are matters that "should be cleaned up," they 
will receive the cooperation of the rank and file 
of the department. They surely want their 
agency to be the best that it can be.

Martin Kvasnicka is a licensed funeral 
director, but lie decided to go into business 
on his own and take it in a different direc- 
tion. Instead of offering ihe traditional serv- 
ices, decided io initiate the Midwest to a 
trend that is popular on the cast and west 
coasts. 

As any pet owner knows, pets are more 
like members of the family than just an ani- 
mal. In general, the pet industry is burgeon- 
ing. One service that hasn't been widely 
offered here is funeral services or crema- 
tions for pets. 

"We'll do anything from an aquarium 
on up. That includes cats, dogs, snakes and 
horses," he said. "Lake County has the 
largest horse population in the Midwest, 
with 300,000 in the county." 

Since most municipalities do not allow 
the burial of pets on private property, many 
homeowners opt to leave the remains of the 
beloved pet with the veterinarian. 

It is against the law to bury a horse in 
Lake County, Kvasnicka said. 

Just like most funerals or memorial 
services, this is something to help those left 
behind to deal with their loss and have 
some closure, Kvasnicka said. 

He will perform the services Tor any pet, 
including horses. 

"We (real the animals like people," he 
said. When a pet dies, he is willing to come 
to the house, or where the pet died, and 
pick up the animal. 

If the animal is cremated, he will also 
bring the ashes in an urn back to the home. 

"After the ashes are returned, the family 
usually does something with the ashes or 
has a memorial service," he said. , i-,

Kvasnicka offers a selection of urns that 
lie collects from various 
places, and he doesn't 
mark them up.

There 
will still be a fee charged 
by the pet cemetery. 

If a family opts to 
have their pet cremated, 
Kvasnicka makes all of the 
arrangement, and makes 
certain the owner gets 
back al if its pets ashes, 
which are not mingled 
with any other pets. 

"Some vets offer cremations, but those 
are done a bunch all at one," Kvasnicka said. 
"We have no mixing of the ashes." 

Funerals for human costs between

; Hanson, of Round Lake Beach, lived in a small 
apartment complex on Cedar Lake Road. 
Hanson's neighbors said they would have never 
expected such behavior from someone living 
within such close proximity to them. 

David Miller, a resident within the same 
apartment complex, said he was blindsided 
by tbe revelation that his neighbor was a con- 
victed rapist. Miller said his original impres- 
sion of Hanson was actually quite positive, 
despite the rap sheet 

"I thought he was a nice guy, I never 
would have expected him to do this sort of 
thing," Miller said. "I just met him once and he 
seemed like your average,. typical guy, I really 
didn't see anyUiing special about him. He 
seemed like a pretty cool guy, my personal 
impression of him was that he was the friend- 
ly, outgoing sort of person. It completely 
shocked me when I heard about all of this." 

Grace Sakulcnzki, another neighbor who 
lived in another apartment building across 
the street from Hanson's residence, said she 
used to socialize with him. According to 
Sakulenzki, she used to sit outside of her 
apartment and talk regularly with Hanson. 
Again, her reaction to his arrest was dismay. 

• "I would've liked to have known about it 
because I used to sit outside and talk to him," 
Sakulenzki said. "He seemed like a nice guy, 
but now that 1 know someone like that used to 
live across the street, I'm afraid when I come 
home now." 

Unfortunately, the revelation has forced 
some Round Lake Beach residents to change 
some of their routine. Sakulenzki no longer 



socializes with neighbors after the realization 
of a convicted rapist living within such close 
proximity hit home. 

"I keep my door locked because 1 know a 
few of die people around. here are shady," 
Sakulenzki said. "I just try not to sit outside by 
myself anymore." 

While male neighbors don't fear for Ui.cir 
own safety, diey have become wary for their 
relatives. 

"It's shocking and it's a big surprise to 
know tfiat he was living in my building," Miller 
said. "I live alone in this apartment, but some- 
times my grandkids come over to see me and 
it worries me to know that. I definitely watch 
people closer now and try to stay away from 
them." 

Al Roberts, an elderly man living in 
Hanson's building recommendednotification 
of surrounding neighbors. 

"There's too many kids living around here 
for people not to know about things like diis," 
Roberts said. "They (the police) should tell 
people who are living around them." 

Roberts' recommendation was a common 
thread amongst many of die neighbors. While 
convicted sex offenders are already posted on 
the Internet, some do not have computers to 
access the records. 

"Mot everyone has a computer and I know 
that none of my neighbors have a computer to 
get online," Sakulenzki said. "I really think we 
should receive some notification from the 
police so we all know who's around us."

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Walk around a schoolyard, and you are 
guaranteed to see one thing — backpacks. The 
backpack has become a popular and practical 
way for children of all ages to tote their books, 
pencils and more. But you can't just choose die 
coolest-looking one in the store — you have to 
make sure it fits properly so that you don't end 
up huiting yourself. 

When back-to-school shopping for a new 
backpack, it's important to look for the right size 
bag for you. Bigger is not always better. The bag 
should fit your body size. You can find Uiese rec- 
ommendations on the manufacturer's tag. 

You also want to make sure die bag can 
hold what you need. So bring along some 
books, binders and other 
school supplies so you 
can simulate what will go 
into the bag. You don't 
want to overstuff it. If it 
gets too heavy, not only 
will it ruin die bag, but it 
will injure your spine, 
muscles and joints, according 
to the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, which can lead to 
' ,.' severe back, neck and shoul- 
^ der pains as well as posture 
■ ■J problems. 

When trying on a back* 
£& pack, check the waist belt and 
$\~ shoulder straps. The bag 
;«i*li>' J should have two wide, 
padded shoulder straps to distrib- 
ute weight evenly. Narrow straps 
can dig into shoulders, and backpacks with 
one shoulder strap don't allow for even weight 
distribution. 

These straps should rest equally on the 
shoulders, allowing die pack to sit comfortably 




v 



on the back. It's too low if it hangs down and 
hits your rear, and it's too high if it rests on your 
neck. Use shoulder straps to adjust die height 
to 2 inches above your waist. If you can't adjust 
the height to this level, search for a another 
backpack. 

Also look for a bag with a waist belt, which 
can help distribute die weight of the load more 
evenly. It should buckle and adjust like a regu- 
lar belt. Make it snug enough to keep die pack 
from moving but loose enough diat you can 
breadie comfortably. 

The backpack should also have a padded 
back and be lightweight. The padding makes it 
more comfortable and protects you from die 
protruding sharp edges of any objects inside. 
And a lightweight backpack ensures that you 
aren't carrying unnecessary extra weight from 
the bag itself. 

Pack it right. Overall, you should be com- 
fortable and balanced when you wear it. You 
shouldn't have to lean forward; that means it's 
overloaded. According to Backpack Safety 
America (www.backpacksafe.com), an online 
resource for backpack safety, the maximum 
weigh of a loaded backpack should not exceed 
15 percent of your body weight. For example, a 
child who weighs 100 pounds shouldn't wear a 
loaded backpack heavier dian 15 pounds. If 
the backpack exceeds 15 percent of your body 
weight, take some unnecessary items out and 
reorganize them, using all compartments and 
placing heavier items near the center of the 
bag. Pack items neatly so diat they stay in 
place and don't slide around, shifting weight 
from side to side. 

The right backpack is not a surefire guar- 
antee to bring you to the head of die class, but 
it definitely can help bring your supplies to 
class.

f you had told Julius 

Richardson more than 

70 years ago when he 

was a young boy, that he 
would one day become one 
of the best golf instructors 
in the U.S., he would have 
thought you were crazy. 

Golf in the 1920s was a 
sport for the privileged, 
and would remain that way 
for many years. It's safe to 
say that Richardson, the 
son of a Pennsylvania coal- 
miner, did not have a privi- 
leged upbringing. 

His problem wasn't just 
a lack of wealth, but also a 
problem of race. At that 
time, the only blacks wel- 
comed on a golf course 
either mowed the grass or 
carried the players' clubs. 
He didn't even pick up a 
golf club until he was in his 
late 20s. 

Yet, more than four 
decades after first playing 
the sport, Richardson was 
recognized by the United 
States Golf Teachers 
Federation in 2000 as the 
"Teacher of the Century." 
He was also named one of 
the country's top 100 golf 
teachers by Golf Magazine. 

Although he never real- 
ized his dream of playing' 
on the PGA Tour, because 
rules at the time prohibited 
blacks from playing profes- 
sionally without an appren- 
ticeship, he's able to live a 
different dream everyday as 
an instructor at Pine 
Meadow Golf Course in 
Mundelein. 

"In spite of not being 
able to play on the tour, I 
always felt that if I had the 
chance I'd prove that I; 
belong in this gamc,"~ 
Richardson said. 

While it's obvious now 
that he does belong in the 
game, like most players, he 
struggled mightily on his 
first attempt at golf. 

"I always played foot- 
ball and baseball, but I had 
a very good high school 
friend who was always ask- 
ing me to play a round of 
golf with him," Richardson 
said. "So finally I gave in, 
and I never did hit the ball. 
1 was embarrassed because 



1 could hit a 90-mile-an- 
hour fastball, but 1 couldn't 
hit a ball that was standing 
still." 

Within two years, how- 
ever, Richardson was able 
to beat his friend, and 
eventually had three eagles 
in one round, with two of 
those coming on Par-4's. 
Charlie Sifford wouldn't 
break golfs color barrier 
until 1961, however, so 
Richardson turned Instead 
to teaching while in the 
military. N- 

"1 started' teaching 
because I couldn't under- 
stand why it took some 
people three or four years 
to get decent," Richardson 
said, "If three-and-a-half 
million people take up golf, 
three-and-a-half million 
people will eventually give 
it up because it's too time- 
consuming, expensive and 
difficult. But my students 
have a 90 percent retention 
rate in the sport." 

That's because, accord- 
ing to golf writer Mark 
Gearen, Richardson's meth- 
ods are highly effective. 

"He's one of the best 
fundamentals teachers I've 
ever seen," Gearen said. "I 
know a lot of teaching sys- 
tems and his is a very effec- 
tive one." 

Borrowing from his 
years in the military, as a 
member of the 10th 
Cavalry's "Buffalo Soldiers," 
Richardson uses drills and 
repetition to drive home 
his lessons. 

"The military can take 
the dumbest person in the 
world and. teach them how 
to perform well because 
they drill you," Richardson 
said. "That's my concept. 
You have to do something 
over and over until you 
habituate it." 

In fact, Richardson 
won't even let his students 
step on a golf course until 
after the eighth hour- long 
lesson. 

"1 start with putting and 
chipping, then I move on to 
ball position and align- 
ment," he said. "And the 
lessons I give can be prac- 
ticed at home. Once they 
get all that right, I give 
them drills on how to pivot; 
then after eight lessons, I 
let them go on" the course,

and as long as they practice 
they should be able to do 
well. On the ninth lesson, I 
do course management." 

Another reason his les- 
sons work is because 
Richardson also considers 
himself a student of the 
game. 

"I was a student of golf 
the day I first picked up a 
club," he said. "I was fasci- 
nated. I learned everything 
I could and read every book 
1 could find on golf before I 
finally came into my own 
concept of teaching. 

"My goal is to make you 
the teacher, then I can 
change roles and have you 
teach me so you can gain 
insight into the game." 

Richardson's lessons 
are so effective that his stu- 
dents began to ask him if he 
had a book or video they 
could use. Though he didn't 
at the time, that soon 
changed. 

"People were telling me 
that I shouldn't leave this 
world without bringing for- 
ward my concept of teach- 
ing, and right before I made 
the Top-100 (instructors) 
list, I decided to write a 
book," he said. 

The book, "Better Golf: 
A Skill Building Approach," 
which was co-written by 
Gearen, outlines 

Richardson's methods, 
including his focus on the 
"six key body angles" of 
golf. 

"The reason I got so 
good at golf is because I 
had the proper foundation 
for a swing," Richardson 
said. "And it has to do with 
the six angles. You can put 
clubs down by the target 
and 1 won't be more than

Andrea Kidwell has 
spent the better part of her 
young life surrounded by 
horses. When she was born, 
16 weeks premature, Linda 
Kidwell made a promise to 
herself that if the baby lived, 
she would have her first 
pony by her second birth- 
day. 

She met that promise. 

By the time she was 8 
years old, Andrea was active 
in 4-H. Her interest in the 
agricultural education and 
personal development 
group introduced her to 
Banwart, who at the time 
was starting her young 
horse, Nikki, under saddle. 

Andrea started " taking 
riding lessons from 
Banwart, a horse trainer and 
college student from Salem, 
Wise. It was during a fun 
show in Wisconsin that 
Banwart got the idea of 
teaming Andrea up with the 
mare she had bred, broken, 
trained and showed for the 
last few years. 

"I said 'Andrea, how 
about you ride Nikki?'"

Nikki and Andrea offi- 
cially became a team in • 
December, after the 
Kidwells agreed to purchase 
the mare. Late in June, the 
duo headed south to 
Oklahoma City, Okla., where 
they made their first 
appearance at the 
Appaloosa Junior World 
Championships. ■ 

The willowy girl in teal 
on the solid bay mare with 
the white stripe on her face 
earned top honors in 
Western Pleasure — a class 
judged in western, or 
"Cowboy" attire in which 
the horse must be smooth, 
slow and collected — and 
high accolades in two show- 
manship classes. Despite 
her age, 13, Andrea is 
allowed to compete in the 
12-and-under divisions 
because horse industry 
rules say that age of both 
the horse and rider is deter- 
mined on Jan. 1. 

Andrea and Nikki fin- 
ished in the Top 10 — sev- 
enth place, to be precise — 
in the nation in Western 
Pleasure. In their showman- 
ship classes, which are 
judged on how well Andrea 
showed Nikki in a confirma- 
tion-based, saddle-less 
class, they claimed Top 20 
honors. 

"1 am proud of her, she 
" works really hard," Banwart 
said. "It took a lot for her to 
give the first half of her sum- 
mer up to work." 

Since the world compe- - 
tition was held the last week 
in June, Andrea and Nikki 
essentially riioved to 
Banwart's Wisconsin home. 
There, the teenager was 
given the opportunity to see 
how a real horse trainer 
lives, often spending up to

Growing numbers have Gurnee 
baseball program flourishing

hile it's been the 
National Pastime 
for more than a 
century, when it 
came to Gurnee, baseball was 
always a distant third behind 
basketball and football. But 
with a few more summers like 
this, baseball may rocket to 
the top of that list. 

First, the River Dogs, 
Gurnee's American Legion 
team, reached the Final Four 
in one of the toughest dis- 
tricts in the state; then* 
Warren High's baseball team 
won 22 games and "reached 
the state's Elite Eight. The 
Gurnee Patriots put an excla- 
mation point on the summer 
as two of its teams met in the 
finals of the 15-team Mike's 
Memorial League, which fea- 
tures squads from across Lake 
County. 

"Having an All-Gurnee 
title game really says that we 
have a great program going," 
said Tom Peters, coach of the 
16-U Patriots, who lost to the 
15-U Patriots in the finals. "It 
says good tilings about the 
future of the high school team 
because we have kids who 
want to play and work hard." 

Baseball is a game of rep- 
etition, and when players are 
seeing action in more than 60 
games every summer — 
between the Patriots, River 
Dogs, the Kenosha Indians 
and Warren High's team — 
they're bound to improve. No 
team showcased this more, 
than the Patriots' third team, 
which started slow but 
rebounded to win five of its 
last six games. 

"Most of Gurnee's success 
this summer is a direct result 
of playing more baseball," 
said Angelo Perino, league 
director and coach of the 18- 
U Patriots team. "And the rea- 
son tilts league has succeeded 
is because the kids all want to 



play more baseball every 
summer." 

. Though the league has 
been around for more than 30 
years, as recently as three, 
years ago, the Pony League, 
which consists of 15- and 16- 
year-old players, had about 
80 players on just six teams. 
Interest was dwindling 
because most kids were play- 
ing with their high school 
teams during the summer. 

But league commissioner 
Jim Huisel went to the local 
high school coaches to coor- 
dinate a schedule conducive 
to both teams. 

"No one had ever worked 
with the high school coaches 
to eliminate the scheduling 
conflict," Perino said. "So we 
moved our games to week- 
ends, so the kids can play 
with their high schools 
Monday through Thursday." 

Gurnee added two more 
teams the next year and the 
league doubled in size to 16 
teams this summer, before 
North Chicago dropped out. 
Perino expects as many as 20 
teams next summer. 

"The. high school coaches 
all want their kids" to play 
more baseball and their 
cooperation has been key to 
our success," Perino said. 
"We've always had an interest 
in baseball until die kids were 
12 or 14, then they usually 
switched to football and bas- 
ketball in the summers. 

"But widi our new sched- 
ule, it offers them the oppor- 
tunity to play baseball and 
not have to make a choice." 

Perino's 18-U team also 
fared well, Finishing first in 
league play with a 6-2 record. 
He expects four more 18-U 
teams by next summer. 

"When the best kids from 
Warren and Grayslake started 
coming out, all the other kids 
came out," Perino said. "It 
was a snowball effect." 

Although the 16-U 
Patriots lost in the title game,

Warren baseball tops 20 wins,

It's the rare baseball team 
that is able to start with a 
fury, and remain hot, for 
any extended period of 
time. Just ask the 2001 Seattle 
Mariners or almost all the 
Atlanta Braves teams in the 
Bobby Cox era, which all 
flamed out after scorching 
starts. 

So when Warren's baseball

"It's just a matter 
of staying healthy and keep- 
ing the same mindset." 

The mindset Townsend is 
speaking of is one of total con- 



fidence, which is amazing 
considering that die bulk of 
the team won just seven 
games as sophomores in die 
spring. 

"Winning just became 
contagious for us, like injuries 
were last year/' Townsend 
said.

Though Townsend does

ost players in the 
field dread facing 
a bases loaded sit- 
uation. A mistake, 
a bad bounce, even a split 
second's timing can often 
spell the difference 
between a scoreless inning 
and disaster for a team. 

But that's not the case 
for Libertyville sophomores 
Katie Larson and Katy 
Pfund. Instead, their eyes 
light up at the opportunity 
to completely demoralize 
the other team. 

Often, with the bases 
loaded, the runner on first 
base will stray from the bag, 
thinking that she's the last 
person on the pitcher's 
mind.

"I love that play," Pfund 
said. "The runner never 
knows, it's coming. It can 
change the game and it 
really makes the runner 
mad." 

"If your pitcher gets in a 
jam it can really help her 
out," Larson added. "But I 
like throwing people out at 
second base, too." 

That play worked sever- 
al times this year — in the 
spring season with the 
Libertyville High School 
varsity team and the sum- 
mer with the 16-U Cats 
travel team,' which the duo 
helped lead to a 25-23 
record and a spot in the 
USSSA World Series at the 
end of July. 

But the same name and 
a trick pickoff play aren't 
the only thing the duo 
shares as Larson will often 
go to Brewers games at

They also share a love of 
UCLA softball, which is why 
the duo traveled to Los 
Angeles last month for a 
four-day softball camp that 
was run by UCLA staff and 
players;

"We booked the tickets 
months in advance even 
though they don't follow 
either team," said Hoyer, 
who went with the girls on 
the trip. "Katie was excited 
because she wanted to see . 
(Mariners outfielder) Ichiro 
(Suzuki) play. She's loved 
baseball ever since she was 
6 or 7. The first thing she 
picks up in the morning is 
the sports section so she 
can read the box scores." 

Hoyer should know 
because, not only has she 
been Larson's coach for sev- 
eral years, she's been her 
mother even longer. 

But it's not just through 
a mother's eyes when Hoyer 
refers to Larson as a leader 
on the Cats this summer, 
along with Pfund.
